gotiations on the same sujcct were undertaken. Wo 
m aintain as tho basis of an armistice the right of re- 
victualllng Paris and the holding of a general i nr- 
llamentary election all over France- Wo have rea­ 
son to believe tbat his Excellency Count Bismarck 
has an intention to suggest to the neutral Powers 
and to advance as an argum ent against tbcir ac­ 
ceptance a new proposiUon to tho effect that the 
elections can be neld withoni an armistice. The 
French gevcrnm ent has decLared already that it 
could not accept Ibis; but It is of importance to 
the service that you shonid lie fully advised of the 
reasons why the executive arrived at this decl.-ioii, 
thus:—France is for the moment lu arms over the 
whole territory, a pertion of which Is now occupied 
by the armies of an enemy. All the able-bodied men 
of the French nation are In the held, either scat­ 
tered In the regim ents of tho regular army or iuue- 
tcred lu separate corps, or a.s voluiitoers In the 
battultous of the Franc.s-tireur.s. 
lu tho worM out­ 
side the ranks of the army tho French electors, or a 
very great portion of them at least, arc far from 
their homes aud places of regular residence. How, 
llicn, could a legal, poaceatile election bo possible 
according to tho franchiso ivhich regulates a ual- 
versal suffrage? 
The federal government eamo.stly desires the elec­ 
tion of a parliam entary Constituent Asscmbl.v, the 
dellberatiocs of which would contribute to smooth 
away our present difficulties and tend towani tho 
attalum ent ol a general p aulflcailon-a result wlildi 
It has never ceased to be our ardent wish to re ilizo. 
Tho government of national defence in Parn has 
been unanimous In refusing tho term s hitherto 
offered by Prussia, and we hope that the neutral 
Powers, lu their own interests as In ours, will come 
to tho same conclusion and apjirove our conr-'o.

- -rc-emiueut for Its traditional thanksgiving tur­ 
keys and ponderous pumpkin pies as Sew England 
always has been, it Is natural that Us represeutatlvcs 
should pay proper heed to the day; tmd so did the 
congregation, made up largely of New England peo­ 
ple, worshipping at the New E/igland Congregational 
Church at the corner of Madison avenue and Forty- 
aevenih street. Tti« prellmtnary exercises of prayer, 
preacning and praise drew out a targe and worshipful 
attendance, they looked a grateful gathering aud 
they sang graielul anthems aud they -.ad the pleasure 
of listening to a .sermon brimming over with* grate 
fnl reminders ol the myriad causes for which, a.s in­ 
dividuals. as States aud as a nation, there Is reason 
to be thankful. Rev. iMcrrlU RicUarison, the pas­ 
tor, preached 
THB SERMON. 
U was a sermon in his usual style-soundly logi­ 
cal. cldar, ouupoken and eloquent. He toot his 
text from the Psalms—"Blessed by tho Lord, who 
dally loadetU us with Its benefits.’’ As win be seen, 
it was a text specially aaapted to the day. Uls de­ 
scription of th¿ Beundless resotirce’^ of o6r country 
was most graphically intereeiiag. He traced our 
natural grewth with a minuteness of detail seem­ 
ingly impossible to confine wlthm the llmiw o' a 
sermon; our growth in population, In wealth, In In- 
telllgetioe and in the enjoyment oi nauoual free­ 
dom. 
The present reseurces of this country, he 
stated, are seven and a half billions of money— 
nearly double what they were ten years age. Ho 
sttowed that there was no country on the globe like 
this: no coimtry with such a grandly iree govern­ 
ment and free press aud liee churches and free 
schools, of Bucn grand breadth of domain, of such 
grand lakes and rivers, of such grand enterprises 
and audacity of daring and genms, and bol-I and 
successful ventures. Frsgressing with his «tscourse 
he reiterated the vartou.s special causes for tuank- 
Xulness. The first ground for gratitude wa-< the 
b!es.^ed privilege of living In 
this 
country. 
He ihought if there was auy one snbjctt upon 
Which one might boast It was that of being boru in 
the United Stales. Another cause of thauk.s was 
our ancestry; and ke rose to a strain of most linpas- 
Blone<i eloquence as he dwelt upoa the sturdy 
characters of me setticrs on Plymouth Rock aud the 
leading charaiaerlstics of their New England 
desoeudanis-tiielr 
industry, 
energy, 
piety, 
proiilty and patriotism, 
(iolng over the two him- 
dred and flity years of our national existence, he 
dwelt upon onr inventlens, steam presscn, r«llroad,=; 
aad telegraphs, and all the elements iormlng the 
basis of our growth and power. He praised our 
climate as better than tUat of Italy, and was 
specially eloquent upon the subject of eur social 
eqnality,

Plymouth church was crowded yesterday, for the 
most part with strangers. The regular congregation 
were giving thanks elsewhere, for comparatively 
few of these were present. The choir was there in 
its full strength, aud favored the audience with one 
of Its best musical efforts, including solo, duet, trio, 
quartet and choros. A greater freedom than on 
Sundays and an absence of aolemnlty were the per- 
vadlug eharacierlatlcs ol the assembly, which mani­ 
fested 
itself 
at 
Intervals 
in 
demonstrative 
applause 
mat rung through the building and 
stopped the speaker m bla utterances. 
Mr. Beecher did not preach a sermon; he did not 
select a text of Bcrlptnre; but delivered a cliarao- 
terisUc Tnanksgivlng address, and the audience 
were not by any means backward in showlug their 
approval of Its sentiments, uppealing, as they did, 
te the popular mind, and accompanied by occa­ 
sional wilttcisms aud lácenle sayings that would 
have moved the risibility ot ttie sturdiest Puritan. 
It contained some very stanllug statements aud was 
rich In practical wisdom. 
The address was upon “America; Its Present Ac­ 
quisitions and Future Progpocts.’’ The lower pos­ 
sessions of a aatlen were its material wealth; tho 
next in the gradation were Its social and civil devel- 
opments,sna the highest were Its moral and spiritual. 
Glancing at the physical advantages of this conntry. 
its natural wealth, and showing how almost bound­ 
less were its capacities for expansion, he spoke of 
the condition ot the common people, and said that 
the worklugmen of this country were never so well 
clothed. 
8 0 BOlTKTIFrLLY FED 
and 80 well housed os they are now. The teadeucy 
of their social condition was not backward, bat 
forward. They are more reflued in their food, more 
tasty In dress, and there is more cnlture shown 
in their dwellings than at auy previous period 
in their history. 
In mere material things the 
tendency was certainly upward and not down­ 
ward. These, however, wero not the signs el the 
highest good or of Uhrutlanity, but it was eucour- 
agltig to note the fact that there never was a time 
When the workingmen grumbled mors than they do 
now. (Uughter.) A few lilustraUons of the evil or 
mistaken cantentment aad the social bealthmeas of 
any InUlcsUons that showed that man was anxious 
to Improve his social position, and Mr. Beecher 
passod on to notice the assimilating power of Amen- 
can Institutions. The lastituuons or America were 
cherished by the working classes; men did not think 
of themselves as classes, but as citizens, ana were 
proud of their citizenship. Our institutions were 
never stronger than they are to-day. Ihey were 
jj^t 
cljjrtsh ^ 
lyr 
aatlye-bora 
citizeps 
alone, 
but Ty 
tho 
foreigu' 
who 
came here to find a home. In our groat cOaáist 
none were truer to us than those who were forelgkto 
our laad. 
iV hen our national credit was likely to 
be Impaired mme were truer to iho country of their 
adoption than our foreign friends. 
Why should 
they not? They did not come hero to destroy our 
popular institutions, for popular luslltations were 
Just those that the common people wanted. 
Except 
a few cities, and except one natlouality, there had 
been scarcely heard a word of complaint. The 
Irish are an Ingenueus people; they are open and 
frank; speak out what they think. 
There has in 
consequence l>een some trouble springing from this 
peculiar temperament of theirs. 
With all their 
faults they have shewn many gooa quaiuies, ana 
great good has sprung from thoir race; but while 
admitting all this we were obliged to confess that, 
though It was very good stock, it was 
VERT flAKP TO WORK IT ÜP. 
(Loud laughter. I While, therefore, there had been 
trouble in one city irom one portion of the foreign 
population, yet upon the whole none had contributed 
more completely to tho welfare and prosperity of 
the countrr tlian the ferelgnc.", who speedily mlngiea 
BO well la the general population t hat he seemed to 
be born among us. There was one section ef this 
foreign element that some people seemed to be 
afraid of. He (Mr. Beecher) waiy ust as little afraid of 
the oriental as he was ef the Westerner. Taerefore 
he was glad te see the Chinese coming among us. 
It might require mere time fer tbelr assimilation, 
coming aoieng os as thsy did with another 
tougue, anether history, aud a different race, 
and 
a 
dilfereut 
culture, but 
the Cbinamau 
weuld 
speedily 
be 
swallowed 
by American 
institutions 
and 
would 
be feand 
to bo di­ 
gestible, Slid make as good blood and as good food 
of the body politic as any other ferelgner. (Loud 
cheers.) I.ai it be uuderstoed that they would have 
a weiixioie te this land. It was said by the Ameri­ 
cans who hold objections to the Chinese that what 
was objectionable was the compulsory carriage; 
only let iiiein come freeiy and they would be wel­ 
come. Now. it was not the compulsery carriage 
that was tiie objection of these objectors, though 
they said so. The real ebjectlon was that it was 
A COMPETITION W ITH lABOK 
that wa.s feared. It was a shame, a great shame to 
any class of men to urge such an objection, when 
they themseives had made fortunes entirely ent of 
cheap laiiur that was native, to refuse to give to that 
labor au opportunity to develop Itself when It came 
here. (Cheers.) Men wno were unskilled, who had 
nothing bst ttieir hands could afford to work cheap. 
They ought to do so. 
That hand had no skill in it, 
u had not the experience, the talent, the iacillty that 
forty years of Instructed labor had given to the 
working classes of this country. 
ThoBe Chinese, 
then, 
were 
scholars 
who, 
If they 
worked 
cheaply, worked honestly. 
As one 
class rose 
in 
social 
power 
ana 
skilled 
labor 
there 
must 
be 
another 
to 
take 
its 
place, 
and 
this 
unskilled, iininstructed 
labor 
took 
that 
place. Everybody who was semdbie wished work­ 
ingmen to rise; they aught to risa, and any man 
who did not had not that wish because he was Igno­ 
rant, and the most mischievous of all ignorance 
was that which did not know hew to be wise, 
(LaughIer.) If there was ene thing that was wanted 
more than anotiier m the land It was labor. There 
was laud in this ceumry which tor the next hun­ 
dred years will hardly see seed-corn, do what wo 
woniil, because we lack ike needful force to place It 
there. -Sod bless the Swede; God bless the Dane; 
Qod bless the German, and a hundred times over 
God bless me French aud the Italian; God bless tho 
simple-minded Welsh; God bless the sturdy Bnglish- 
man; God tdess the mercurial Irishman, but God 
bless a lirtletaorc tbe ctiiuaman.” iLoud cheers.) 
The general aspect of wealth in America was to 
give occasion for thankfulness. The prodlgiens 
forces for developing wealth are only ju.st beginning 
to be perceived. The future fortunes of mdlviaual 
owners In America will be prodigious, ana will In 
no way compare with the present possessions of the 
wcaiuir. Tiie owuersuip of a mlUiou •! dollars will 
not soon make a man eligible ta bo classed with rich 
men. He looked forward to a golden future, when 
there will be marvels ol growili m wealth, of which 
we should have no paraUel in the huiory of nations. 
Now tnc value of the posse,ssion of wealth in the 
moral progress of a nation was manifest. No nation 
rose Irom a barbaroos stare except by earned 
wealth, it was no use taking tho Gospel to a 
people, 
unless 
you 
taogtit 
that 
people 
to he IndusirloMs and to make money, Mr. Beecher 
then showed tl;at wealth xeocl not bo used to deprive 
people of their votes, of their liberty, and could bo 
appropriated to good ends H.S well as liad. Wealth 
had hygienic properties as well as bad ends. Let all 
men try to get it, labor for it, and do anything tor it 
except sacrifico their honor ami disobey ihelr God. 
Kichus might be said to be 
THE POOR MAN’S I'ROVIDENCE, 
When if was riches in use and not riches locked up. 
The tendency of wealth in th^s country to pro­ 
mote retluement was shown by the prev.ilence 
of happy homes, 
in no other country m the 
world 
were 
there 
so 
many elegant 
homes. 
BO many convenient and welt furnished houses 
for the population, as m this. There was much os­ 
tentation, but i he wonder was that there was not 
more. Mr. Beecher also urged as a proof of this 
th-prevalent taste for music and the e D o n iio u s 
number of pianos manufactured here. The large 
libraries pos«es»ed by «echantes and farmefs was 
alBónr4ed;i9 aaother llluslratlon that wealth was 
rimitiv used. 
remainder of the address, which wns listened 
to w tin rapt a tte n tlu D , was devoted to me uses 
wealth w a s put to bv su many public benefactors; the 
growin of true religion, as bhowu In the absence of 
sectarianism .md scepticism, and the union of all 
churches in works of common good and 
b e n e v o ­ 
lence, .and the desire to spread the kuuwledgc of

hands, aud whose streets trembled under the roar of 
artillery fired for their ti iumph.s, should not

through tbe means ot King William of Pruasia. 
France had brought this upon herself by her 
own wickedness.

God, and he carnesUy hoped to see this country turn 
from her w ic k e d n e s s and rely more upon Ueaveu 
ior strength m guvernlng her people, lie aaid ttie 
PrealGcnt of tbe United Slates was not a professed 
Christian, yet he had called us together to worship 
and give thanks to tho God that the nation had not 
duly hotioreil. He earnestly longed to see the day 
when the nauoa’s God should be written In lU con- 
stltuiiuD, and be hoped tbe day wa.s not far distant 
w h e n America should cast her crown at the 'oot of 
the Klug of Kings and Uy to rear for herself a 
throne like HU.

THIBn-FOUBTH STREET TABERNACLE. 


Hernioii by Dr. Thom poon-IIow shmll Wo 
B« tiovemud. by PersoBal* Conatitiitional 
or 
E cleolasticnJ 
tiovem m eat V—Itoaie, 
Priiaoe nod America. 
One by oae the members of the congregation of 
the Tabernacle dropped m and took tliolr seats, 
amid the rustling of silks and whispered opmi^en- 
tarles; the organ pealed forth a lively overture from 
Mozaií, sending á delightfui thrill through tbe 
frames or aU present, as If the belter to prepare 
them for the solemn devotions that were to follow. 
The choir sang tho quartet “0 be Joyful m the 
Lord,” ID the mo.st charming style, and the servlcea 
were declared opened by Dr. Thompson yester­ 
day 
morning. 
After 
the 
reading 
of 
the 
Scriptnros and a lengthy prayer by the Doctor, 
in 
which 
he 
expressed 
his 
graiUnde for 
all tho beaeflm received during the past year, both 
forhlmsalf and congregation, another quartet was 
sung by the choir to tho words, “0 Lord, hoyv mani­ 
fest are Thy works,” and the plate passed round for 
contributiens, to be distributed to the poor. 
This being ended, the Doctor selected for his text 
four versos In Daniel vu., Z4-28—“And ten horns 
ont of the kingdom.” Ac. As an lllastratiou of the 
various Interpretations that had been placed npon 
this prophecy of Damel he quoted a nnmber of 
cirramstancos In connection with tho sufferings 
snbscquently endured by the Jews, and weut on to 
say that there were three forms of government, all 
of which had been tried—viz., ecclesiastical, per­ 
sonal and constltutlonaL 


THE PAPAOT, 
to the downfaU of which the prophecy probably re­ 
ferred, was a signal Instance of failure of ecclesias­ 
tical governiaeut. In the Popes for centuries an 
almost unlimited power had been vested, to which 
kings and princes liad bowed with meekness and 
submls.slon. But that power at the best was a mys­ 
terious one. within tho past year a great meet Ing had 
been called, and as If still lurthor to add to the then 
«xistlng spiritual despotism, it was sought to pass 
a measure declaring Pope Plus IX. Infallible in 
jndgment and not liable to error. His power had 
been upheld for years by force of arms; and though 
he had been called a generoas prince and a mag­ 
nanimous rnler, let the Italian army once march 
ont of Rome and any one afterwards dare to 
raise a voice against him, they wonid soon realize 
the power vested In him by the dogma of Infalli­ 
bility. 
Newspapers would be stopped and the 
mouths of tire people gagged as before. The people 
of the United States nad been asked to make a great 
outcry against the encroachments of Victor Emman­ 
uel; to hold meetings and do all In their power to 
reinstate the Pope in his temporal authority; but 
how could a nation like the democratic Americans, 
who have ever been the enemies of tyranny and 
despotism, assist in reinstating the Pope upon a 
throne mat had been built up by the blood of na­ 
tions and subsequently maintained by means that 
were at once tyrannical and revoltlngy 
FKOSONAI. UOVRRNHBNT 
had also been tested and fonnd wanting. As an il­ 
lustration the Doctor referred his congregatton to 
France, whloh for twenty years had been governed 
by one man, and in connection with the Romish 
authorities France was to-day—with Its war and 
niiscrv, with Its loss of prestige and pow er-a mark 
lor sorrow and a true representative of the result of 
“one-man government.” Sho had once been fore­ 
most in all the arts aud sciences and taught the na­ 
tions of Europe the ways or civilization, but she 
was now hersolf down in the dust—humbled and de­ 
based, enervated and losu Constitutional govern­ 
ment was represented by 
PRUSSIA AND GREAT BBTTATN; 
but even In these countries many evils wero pointed 
out by the Doctor as calling for redress before It 
could be said they fairly represented the principles 
upon which they prefessea to have foumded tUelr 
institutions. 
THE AMERICAN SEPÜ BLIO 
next came under review, during which he said there 
existed two parties here called “rings,” each being 
closely banded together, and who worked generally 
so secretly that tbe public did not ascertain what 
they were doing. Sometimes when their interests, 
on either side, were at stake they controlled the 
Legislature, the public vecoros, the ballot boxes and 
pnblic omces; either party, being la nower too 
long, became tyrannical and selfish, placlnga II their 
own friends and favorites In public efilces without 
subjecting them to auy examination os to fitness or 
ability. 
A SHOT AT TAMMANY. 
As an instance of the immense power of the rings 
he related what he said were facts ooncernlng the 
rnodvs operanO.1 of one party. A few years ago 
a gentleman he knew was nominatea for an 
office, and it was confidently expected he would 
be successful, bnt to the snrprlse of ail an opponent 
was elected. This matter was dormant nntll another 
election, and the former gentleman was again nom­ 
inated. Dnring tho canvass a man called upon the 
candidate and promised him a cerialn number of 
votes. “ Where froray” said the candidate. “Well.” 
said the man, “you were erected before by 7,000 
majority; but 1 was paid to count the votes the re­ 
verse of what we learned at school, and so you were 
thrown out. These men who assisted me are now 
under my thumb.” 
This la the Immorality Washington warned his 
countrymen against, and until men can be found 
willing to undertake the representation of the peo­ 
ple honestly and honorably our society and insti­ 
tutions will remain as they now are-.subject to every 
kind of av arlc'c, and governed by men devoid of 
Clirlstlaii or even moral principles.

The Fourth Reformed Presbyterian congregation 
met veste day morning at Harvard R o o m s, on Sixth 
Svenuc,_nearfjrty second street, for the pufpéio of 
celebrating ThaEicsglvlag Day. The services were 
conducted by ths newly installed pastor. Rev. James 
Kennedy, fomerlyof Newtown-Llmavaddy, lu the 
north of Ireland. The reverend gentleman, who is 
of slender build, speaks with considerable fluency, 
and with that accent which is peculiar to Inhabit­ 
ants of the province of Ulster. The matter of his 
disconrse indicated that he is a nun of censiderable 
ability, reading and information, and be will, no 
donbc, be a very desirable splrlinal guide among the 
respectable and Intelligent cougregaHon who have 
selected hun to expound for them tbe Holy Word of 
God. The attendance at the service was large. 
After tbe psalm bad been song by the coniprega- 
tlon the reverend gentleman delivered a brief ex­ 
hortation, in the course of which be said that when 
those who had now assembled to hear him had 
finished ihelr course and looked back npon their 
past lives, and upon the evenu of their career on 
Earth, they would find among them nothing so much 
worth remembrance as the trials and the sorrows 
they bad endured. There would be no sincerity in 
tlictr prayers but for the troubles and affUctions 
with which they nad been tried. It was by send­ 
ing afflictions upon the

Austria In 1866, Spain in revoluUen and Franco m 
1870. France, the right hand of the Papaoy, tho oldest 
son of the Church, obliged to withdraw the troops 
from Rome, and the Italians reiolcing that they 
would be able to glve,utterance to what they deeply 
felt. There wero other results in other directions. 
The system which deprived men of the right of pri­ 
vate judgment was to be condemned. The human

I'hese 
two terms wero not applied to Individuals alone, but 
they were also applied to nations. This was notc- 
wortny because on it ne intended to base his re­ 
marks on the subject announced for to-day- 
“Religion Essential to tho Life and Prosperity 
of a Nation.” The reverend preacher dealt with 
this question in an elaborate, carelul and eloquent 
manner, showing that nations were brought within 
tho authority of God’s moral government. Civil 
government was the ordinance of God. God estab­ 
lished it by giving us rulers. He gave ns an Intui­ 
tive knowledge ot our social relaUons. 
When a 
nation did violence to another a complaint was 
made to the government of the party aggrieved. 
Responsibility rested on the government for tne 
good eonduct of all those who were under its care. 
Having dwelt upon this branch of tho question at 
length, the preacher went on to show, by reference to 
examples ft-om history, that when nations cea.sed to 
be Influenced by religion and obedience to tn>, moral 
government of God they fell Into decay and ruin, 
instancing the Romans, whose fall was great nntll 
their empire was reconstructed under Constantine; 
tire States of Greece, tbe Babylonian empire and the 
blasphemies or Balshazzar, and France in the Re­ 
volution, when she rejected faith and set up an 
abandoned creature as the Goddess of Reason, who 
subsequently died mad. 
He urged all nation^ and 
peoples to acknowledge God and obey and foUow 
Mis holy law in all things. 
The service eonoluded at half-past twelve o’clock, 
and tne congregation retired, no doubt quite pleased 
with the discourse of ihelr na,w pastor.

Bishop Panins Offlciatlng. 
For the first time since it baa been fitted up os a 
chapel religious service according to the rues of 
the Greek Church was ‘ celebrated on xesterday 
morning at tbe room at 947 Second avenue^ which 
has been selected as the temporary house of worship 
for the Greek and Russian community resident m 
the city. Though the day had not been selected 
specially on the ground of lU being Tbanlugiving 
Day, but simply because, in the general suspeosiou ot 
business, a larger attendance might bo expected, 
tho occasion was observed 
and thanksgiving 
prayers for the general prosperity of the people S 
the United States were introduced. 
The chapel has been adorned with great good 
taste with pictures and gliding, and 
A COUPLE OP BANNERS 
wave at cither side of the cliaucel. In the sanctuary, 
into which, agreeably lo the traditions of the Greek 
Church, none but ordained priests are allowed to 
enter, there Is a handsome altar, upon which rest • 
handsome silver crucifix and a large candelabrum, 
with seven brauches, denoting the seven first apos­ 
tolic churches. 
The service commenced exactly at ten o’clock. 
'The chief celebrant was the Russian Bishop of 
Alaska, now on his way home to 8t. Petersburg. Ha 
was assisted by the Rev. Father Bjerring, who has 
been appelntod by the Bynod In 8t. Petersburg as 
the regular chaplain of tho Russian coratuuuity of 
New York. 
TOE SERVICE 
was comparatively short, and consisted merely

When the preilmluary preparations have been cnm- 
pleled, regular services will be held by Father UJer- 
ring at tills mile chapel, aud as soon as the necm- 
sarv funds have been raised a church will be 
erected on the corner of Lexington avenue and 
FUtieth street. 
A couple of lots for the purpose 
have already been purchased for $20,00a It must 
not be supposed, however, that Father Bjerring con­ 
templates lutroduciug a fresh clemeux of discord 
Into the religious world of America. For a long 
ttme the union of the Greek and Episcopal Churoho». 
has been advocated by many membern of both, and 
the good Father hopes that the opening of a Grcec 
church ill New York may do much towards coustua- 
mating this movement.

The English jonmals exprvss themselves 
with remarkable violence la respect to Russia, 
because Prince Gortchakoff has stated in a 
courteous note the nullity of the treaty of 1856, 
and the resolution of the Russian government 
no longor to observe the stipulations of that 
treaty in regard to the Black Sea. 
Tories and 
whigs rival each other in abuse of the Russian 
people, whom they characterize as barbarians, 
Asiatics and enemies of the human race. 
Our English cousins always take pleasure in 
attributing coarse manners to Americans, and 
neglect no opportnnity of telling us that the 
American people and tbeir newspapers are ill- 
taught and rude, having no idea of the refine­ 
ments of English politeness. 
Without pre­ 
tending to the aristocratic delicacy of high life 
ia London, and while admitting that we are in 
the habit of expressing our ideas freely and 
sometimes vigorously, wo must say tfiat no 
American journal has ever poured out such a 
flood of abuse as has recently been directed by 
the English press upon a nation of eighty mil­ 
lions of people, and upon a sovereign deserv­ 
ing the esteem of all men as being the liberator 
of twenty-three millions of serfs, the founder 
of fifteen thousand schools and the creator of 
fourteen thousand miles of railroad. 
So much for the form : now for the substance 
of the question. 
Let us see what it is. 
In 
order to ascertain the nature of a dispute it is 
necessary to understand exactly what the par­ 
ties to it desire. 
We have recently stated that which Russia 
desires in the East, and Prince Gortcbakoff’s 
despatch to Lord Granville only confirms aur 
view. 
What she desires is the emancipation 
of the Christian populations, the East for the 
Eastern people and by the Eastern people and 
only for and by them. 
The very natural and 
legitimate desire of Russia to become again 
free in the Black Sea docs not at all contra­ 
dict the programme. 
It is even quite proba­ 
ble that while aiming at no territsrial acquisi­ 
tion Russia still reserves to herself the right to 
claim back the slice of territory take» from 
her on the Bessarabian frontier by tho treaty 
of 1856. 
But what England aims at, on the other 
hand, is the absolute, irrevocable maintenance 
of the Eastern status quo, the exploitation 
and perpetual oppression of fifteen millions of 
Christians by two millions of Mussulmans—the 
sacrifice, in fine, of progress, humanity and 
civilization to that which the narrow-minded 
and egotistical policy of the Cabinet of St. 
James, following the Palmerstonian traditions, 
calls the mercantile interests ef England. 
And what is the Eastern status quo which 
England makes snch efforts to maintain ? We 
will show what it is by proofs emanating not 
from Russian sonrces, nor from American 
sources—which might be accused of partial­ 
ity—but from sources essentially British, for 
they are taken, word for word, from reports 
sent to the Foreign Office by her Majesty’s 
Consuls, and which reports are published in 
the Blue Book submitted to Parliament in 
1867. 
Mr. 
Cnmberbatch, 
English 
Consul 
to 
Smyrna, wrote to the Foreign Office the 
29th of March, 1867:—“ With few exceptions all 
the administrative offices are occupied by 
Mussnlmans. 
The public schools are accessi­ 
ble only to Turkish children. 
In the interior 
the evidence of Christians is not admitted in 
the court.s, and, in fact, a Christian never ob­ 
tains justice in a civil or criminal proceeding. 
Torture is not absolutely practiced, but Chris­ 
tians are frequently imprisoned for months 
without being tried. 
The prisons ara inde­ 
scribably filthy and ill-ventilated, and the 
prisoners are crowded in them ppli-mell, 
with very little to eat. 
Several of them have 
never committed the crime of which they are 
accused, and have been incarcerated on the 
most ridiculsus charges or upon unjust sus­ 
picion.” 
Mr. Sankey, English Vice Consul at Kas- 
tendji, wrote to Lord Lyons, then Ambassa­ 
dor at Constantinople, under date of April 1, 
1867, as follows:—“ If the measures promul­ 
gated by the Turkish government fer the pro- 
tectien of the Christians were properly carried 
out they might be able to establish a sort of 
equality between Christians and Mussulmaas; 
but, whatever may be the intentions of the 
government, these measures are evaded and 
deprived of all effect. 
Before the tribunals, if 
a Turk is a party, plaintiff or defendant, the 
evidence of a Christian is not admitted; and 
every raya (Christian), were he even to pro­ 
duce fifty witnesses, is obliged to purchase the 
testimony of two Mussulmans—which is a daily 
occurrence. 
Rayas are arrested and thrown 
into prison, without any form of interrogatory 
or trial, at the caprice of the local authori­ 
ties, for any period they may choose. 
A sim­ 
ple police sergeant, who bends and bows in 
presence of the Muddir (Chief of Police), 
becomes a tyrannical satrap as soon as he is 
sent on duty int* a Christian village. 
Ho 
lodges in the best houses, insists upon the best 
fare, and levies contributions to his heart’s 
content. 
So much for the administration of 
justice in favor of the Mussulmans.” 
Mr. Skene, English Consul at Aleppo, wrote 
to Lord Lyons, under date of April 1, 
1867:—“Trade is in a state of stagnation. 
Agriculture is paralyzed. 
General poverty 
prevails in all classes of society. 
A general 
decline has thus set in ; and yet all the energy 
of the government 
seems to be directed 
towards the extortion of as much revenue as 
possible from an impoveri.shed people.”' 
Mr. Moling, Eoglish Vice Consul at Cavalla, 
wrote to Lord Staaley, under date of April 
8, 1867:—“ The grossest and most galling 
terms of abuse are habitually addressed to the 
Christiaas with absolute impunity, the very 
authorities being in this respect the worst 
offenders. ” 
We might draw still farther upon these re­ 
ports of English (Consuls for important informa­ 
tion as to tho internal situation of Tiurkey; 
but the extracts which we give to-day are suf­ 
ficient to enlighten our readers as to the policy 
of that professed Christian Power which thinks 
itself at tho head of civilization, which charac­ 
terizes other people as barbarians, Asiatics 
and enemies of tho human raca, and which to­ 
day manifests a readiness to cause rivers of 
blood to flow in order to sustain in the East 
the'monstrous abomination of Uie Ottoman 
role, just as it desired to sustain Mmong our­ 
selves the abomiDation of slavery and civil 
war.

Whether the observ­ 
ance, viewed as a collective demonstration, 
may be accepted as a pure and religions 
homage of thanks to the Deity, is, after all, 
a qnestloa

That It was Intended to be 
such, by the stanch and fervently devont 
sword and cross-bearing Puritans who or­ 
dained the custom there is every reason to 
believe; and that the festival is eminently 
beautiful, poetic and appropriate as a tribute ot 
man to bis Maker and Preserver will be gene­ 
rally admitted. 
The celebration of the day 
was, indeed, spontaneous, and, as an American 
rite, was universal—as universal in the manner 
of its observance as in the extent. 
In the 
churches, in the theatres, on the racing grounds, 
in the ballrooms, in the streets, the highways, 
the byways and at the firesides, and even In 
the baser resorts of humanity, the spirit of the 
day was manifest, and it all passed for and 
was called “Thanksgiving.” At least it may 
be called a rejoicing, and qortainly that is a 
tribute, but not the tribnte which was in­ 
tended. 
The myriads rejoiced for the pros­ 
perity of the year; the few gave deep and 
earnest 
thanks to 
the 
Source whence 
emanated all the manifold blessings which 
united made np the great national sum of 
prosperity. 
It was gratitude for continued 
freedom, for internal peace and good will 
toward all peoples without, for abundant har­ 
vests, for increased traffic aid accumulated 
wealth, and as such only was it generally 
rejoiced in. 
The ample reports which we publish else­ 
where show with the fidelity of a photograph 
the multifarious ways ia which these foelinga 
welled 
forth 
from 
tho 
popular 
heart, 
and 
it 
ia 
only 
from 
the 
reports 
of tho services in the churches and other sa­ 
cred and charitable societies that the true 
intent of the feast is apparent. 
The pastors 
exhorted their congregations to gratitude, to 
humiliation, to tbanksgiviog in spirit, and 
pointed with fervent exultation to tho privi­ 
leges granted and enjoyed. 
All the “signs of 
the times” wore translated as auguries ef a 
great, glorious, and prosperous future for the 
nation as a sovereignty, and for Americans as a 
people, and thereby was implied a brilliant 
hope for the nation in its aspect of a multitude 
of individuals. 
The theme was “America," 
and well it might be on an occasion so truly 
and originally American as the great observ­ 
ance in which the whole people rejoiced yes­ 
terday.

Napoleon himself was the first blunderer in 
this disastrons war to France. 
He was, first 
of all, too fast in declaring the war, and, next, 
he was too slow in beginning it. 
As M. Thiers 
said when the war was declared, France was 
not ready and Prussia and her German allies 
were ready. 
In this businees Napoleon, OUi- 
vier and Lebcenf all blundered. 
They really 
knew nothing, while the Prussians knew every­ 
thing of the situation. 
Then, in the opening 
of the war, MacMahon and Bazaino both blun­ 
dered in tbeir ignorance of the enemy’s 
strength, or they would not have stood their 
ground fighting till cut up, enveloped and cut 
off from each other. 
After being separated 
from Bazaiue MacMahou blundered off to 
Sedan, where he was again enveloped and his 
army captured, instead of hovering between 
the Crown Prince of Prussia and Paris and 
watching for an opportunity to strike his enemy 
in the flank. 
After the battle of Gravelotte, 
lasting till dark, Bazaine blundered—not in 
retiring into Metz, bat in stopping in that cage 
till the next morning, when he could have 
moved off northward in the night without de­ 
tection or without difficulty, leaving the regular 
garrison to hold tho fortress and to amuse the 
Prussians encamped on the west and south 
sides, and engaged all next day in attending to 
their killed and wounded.

that Trochu is awfully blundering in eating up 
his horses and in waiting for assistance from

A post stake has its great

no one can 
tell what 
horses are 
to start for the 
stake until the last moment, and the doubt 
occasioned in this way lends a great charm to 
the contest. 
Another reason why we urge 
this description of race is that it would bo 
almost certain to bring a large field of horses 
to the post, no matter what might be the dis­ 
tance decided upon to be run. 
What adds tho 
most interest to this race is that a nominator 
of one or more horses, should his horses not 
be in condition to run at the time specified, 
can borrow from the stables of friends to ma’ko 
his nominations good, and thus insure a strong 
field. 
As we said before, we would recom­ 
mend a few post stakes by all the various 
racing associations in the country.

who mistook him for one of a gang that robbed 
him. 
The Grand Jury of Hudson county took 
Eppenger’s statement alone, and he was dis­ 
charged. They then indicted Mullen for high­ 
way robbery, but the jury refused to convict 
him. 
On tho second trial the jury were ont 
eighteen hours and convicted him. 
Viewing 
the facts of the case, which we publish else- 
where, in tho strongest light as against Mullen, 
Jersey justice will not be vindicated In his 
punishment. 
The counsel for the prisoner 
made some grave charges against the Grand 
Jury in connection with this case, which, if 
true, entitle Mullen to the sympathy which 
seems to have been accorded to him by nearly 
nil who were present at the trial. 


A T errito rlu l U overuinout fo r A laaku P ro­ 
posed. 
There appears to be a movement for obtain­ 
ing a territorial government for Alaska, and it 
is said Mr. Sumner, who takes great interest 
In the Alaskans, or Aleutos, as they are some­ 
times called, will introduce a bill in Congress 
the approaching session for some such pur­ 
pose. 
Both the theory and practice of our 
government are favorable to such a measure. 
Tho republic gives its citizens the opportunity 
to govern themselves as soon as practicable, 
and sometimes before they comprehend tho 
privilege and duty. 
This was the case with a 
largo mass of negroes in the South. 
The 
theory is thoroughly republican. 
It must be 
admitted, loo, that the people become edu­ 
cated la their political duties by tho exercise 
of the privilege of self-government; still it is 
doubtful if a territorial government should be 
given to Alaska at present. The mass of the 
population is small and but little advanced in 
civilization. 
A territorial government would 
create a number of offices not needed at pre­ 
sent, and at unnecessary cost. 
A paternal 
government that will protect the people and 
prepare them by education for exercising the 
suffrage will be best, perhaps, for a few years. 


The Defeneea 
o f tho H arbor. 
It is satisfactory to learn from the report of 
General Humphrey, Chief of Engineers, that 
the defences of our harbor are in good condi­ 
tion just now, when nearly all tho world is in 
arms. 
The entrance to the harbor by Sandy 
Hook is protected by no fewer than six fine 
forts and as many batteries, all represented 
to be in excellent condition. Tho East river 
•ntrance, by way of Hell Gate, which will 
soon be an open channel, relies upon Fort 
Schuyler and the fert at WUlett’s Point. The 
engineers hare been at work on Schnyler, 
preparatory to placing an armament of heavy 
gnns in earthen barbette. 
With the exception 
• f the Cliff batteries on Staten Island no 
new works have been commenced on any of 
the fortifications, tho operations being con- 
flned chiefly to keeping them in repair. 
The whole amount of appropriations asked 
for the next fiscal year to keep our harbor 
defences in good shape appears to be about 
f 480,000, inclnding provisions for many valua­ 
ble Improvements in the forts in the bay. This is 
bat a trifling sum compared with the important 
purpose to which it is to bo applied. 
We hope 
therefore that Congress will be liberal in the 
matter.

23. According to this despatch the leaders 
and officials implicated in the recent massacre 
at Tientsin are still unpunished, altheugh a 
few scapegoats have been sacrificed in the 
hope of satisfying the foreigners. 
Manifestly 
China will need to bo looked after as seon as 
the termination of the present Enropcan war 
Bhall leave the great Powers—to which the 
Burlingame mission was lately sent—ample 
leisure to unite in effectually reminding the 
Chinese Emperor of his new obligations. 
A 
coalition will doubtless then be formed by 
Russia, France aud England to enforce upon 
China its duties as a recently admitted mem­ 
ber of the family of civilized nations. Mean­ 
while the United States government, which 
would, perhaps, join such a coalition, must 
not neglect the free and fertile field which 
China now opens for the development and ex­ 
tension of American commercial interests. 
It 
will be our owu fault if we fail to profit by the 
extraordinary advantages which that field 
offers to us in the comparative absence of 
almost all competitors.

To TH* Editor of tii* Herald:— 
Having had a personal acquaintance with tho now 
ox-Empcror of the French while he sojournea in 
New York, 1 may mention some interesting Incidents 
that occur to me. Napoleon Louis Bonaparte ar­ 
rived there early lu the year 1837 from tiouth 
America. He was accompanied by his cousin, Pierre 
Napoleon, a son of the firM Napoleon’s brother 
Loclen. Thu Pierre la the same person who about 
a year since was tried fer killlag la on affray a 
friend of Henri Rochefort. 
My late and senior first cousin, Edmond Baron 
Hackett, who had then reoeiiUy some from Europe, 
and had brought letters to some foreign diplomats 
and passed much time at Washington, was, when 
these two Bonapartes arrived, my gnest in New 
York, and having been a cavalry oiilcerofrank In 
Napoleon’s army and severely wounded at Waterloo, 
soon tiecame very Intimate with tlie Bonapartes, 
and they were seemingly very much attached to the 
Baron, who persuaded me to can upon tnem and 
cnttlvate their acquaintance. 
Their hotel tlien was the Washlagton Hail, which 
covered a part of tho ground whereupon now 
stands the wholesale dry goods storehouse of A. T. 
Stewart A Co., in Broadway, between Keade and 
Chambers street, ana where they continued to have 
apartments all the whUe they sojonmed In New 
York. 
I was then Joint owner with the late Oroonaates 
Mauran, of the National theatre, corner of Church 
and Leouard street-», which had been built expressly 
for an Italian opera house In ls34. 
It proved nn- 
anccessfnl as sneb, and was sold In Novemlmr, 18:10, 
by auction, aud purchased by Mr. Maurau, a mer­ 
chant of New York, and mvaelf, an<t w Aiad leased it 
to the late James W. Wallack, father of Lesier Wul- 
lack. I had a private box therein, to which I gave the 
Bonapartes a standing mvltailon, of which privilege 
they almost nightly availed themselves, aud where, 
oesidesai their hotel, they afforded me frequent 
epportunttlcH of meeting them socially. 
hoon after my personal ac«iuiUntauce with these 
Bonapartes had begun Baron Hackett iiitlmuted to 
me privately his surprise and disaiqiolntmont, be­ 
cause. said ne, "You do not .seem to ippieclatc Louis 
as 1 expected you would.” 1 remarked, “ Louts Is 
not to me a prepossessing person; he Is very taci- 
tnrn and reserved in nis manner ond conversation, 
perhaps frein hauteur or possibly because of an ex- 
aited sense ne eiiteriainsor his own importance from 
having been born a prince and a nepaew of Napo­ 
leon, who had sal his rather, Louis, on the throne of 
Holland.»» 
"Oh, no!” said the Baron. “Louis Is not affectetl. 
He is naturally pensive aud habitually more reilcent 
than talkative. The reason for hl.s tacltnrolty when 
yon are pre.sent is that ho esteems yen a si holar aud 
able bur. not wtiling to speak Frenen, while he is un­ 
able to converse in me English language.” 
“Well,” said I, “It may be so, but I must tell you 
candidly, though I am predisposed to pay a purtlco- 
lar respect to Louis, the reason is mure because he 
is undoubtedly the grandson of the ill-used and un­ 
happy Empress Josephine than as a nephew of Na­ 
poleon Bonaparte, and for the reason, too, that 
Louis has 11 small, hsli-closed, lead-colored eye, and 
neither me contour nor bis facial features remiiiU 
me of those which form my ideal of Napoleon’s, 
wane those of h u cousm Fierre do resemble them 
generally. The figure, too. or liunls Is scrubby anu 
under sized, and uis gait awkward and more like a 
pesiIlion’B than of an easy and well bred g*ntle- 
m n. Pierre, though short, too, oi stature, has a 
portly mien and a oignlfled address, and his man- 
uars are frank, free ami easy, besides which he 
seems good humored and gay-aplrited and a very 
pleasant fellow socially.’» The Baron interrupted, 
“Uh, Pierre is a good fellow, but he Is what you 
would call a rowdy. He is very bold, thoughtless 
and IndHcreet In his behavior at mght when 
promenading Breadway and meeting witn cyprl- 
ana an the pave; indeed, so much 
so that 
Louts IS afraid to walk eut alone with him In 
the evening, lest he, Louis himself, may become 
mixed up m some street brawl which Pierre may 
originate, and also be carried to the watchhouse, as 
Pierre has lieen. Ktlll, though Pierre is quick-tem­ 
pered, he is liberal with his money and generons- 
henrwd, and always u pleasaii companion. 
But 
Louis is a great man !’» 
‘•Pugh’’» said I, “ Why sof 
In what respect can 
Leuis lie called great t is It bccau.-<e iie hapuens to 
be the nephew of ‘Napoleon the Great?» ” 
“Oh, no I” said the Baroii, with emotion; “Louis 
Is great, because uatnre has giveu him a quick, far- 
seeing and powerful intellect, which he has applied 
with great industry as a student of mankind gener­ 
ally, and of me French people particularly, and ho 
has also closely stndled and comparqa the various 
systems aud policies of national governfueuts aud of 
the arts of diplomacy: and has become a very pro­ 
found thinker on those aubjecte. Tho world don’t 
know that man I 
He is now only about tbtrtv years 
of age, ana if he lives he will oue of these days 
astonish Europe. Oh, 1 am sure I” 
Though events since have proved the clearness of 
Baron Hacketi’s perceptions of the mind of Napoleon 
Lonls Bo iaparte, doubtless had lie died whllo Irn- 
prlaoned In the Castle ot Ham his name aud cha­ 
racter would have de.scenUod to posterity ciosslUud 
with Idlets or madmen. 
After Louis had been seme months In New York 
he- was suddenly alarmed by hearing that his 
mother, «ce ilortensc BeauhamalB. was dying in 
Belginraor somewnere on the Continent, and he 
embarked In a packet for Havre at a day’s notice. 
U‘8 coiieiu, Pierre, went with him. and I was invited 
with Baron Hackett, and saw them otf. 
When the steamtug was parting from the then 
sailing packet and castlig off the tow lines for our 
reiuiu touict.liy 1 bade the Bunupai tes -‘Adieu.” 
Louis and Barua Hackett embraced ami kissed each 
other, and Louis handed the Baron a cameo brooch, 
apiofllo bust er General Bonaparte, wnich I.s>iH8 
told the Baron—r.s the Baron, showing It, repeated 
to me in a delirium of doUght-"was given by m.s 
uncle, then only a general, to his mother. Hortense 
Beauharnais, while lie was paying ins court to her 
mother, then the widow Joscphlae Beauliaruais. 
That relic, after Baron llackelt’s death, liecame and 
is still mine. 
The Baron, not long after the Bonapartes had re­ 
lam ed to Europe, left New York for Florida to visit 
there Pierre Bonaparte’s brother. Atibdue Lncien, 
aRd their coiuin .Achllio Murat; and. lingering ini- 
priidently loo lave in the summer at New Orleans, lie 
took aud died there of epidemic yellow fever, 
Angnst, 183®.

After th at the governm ent of 
the United States recognized .he coustltntlonal Presi­ 
dent of the republic, then established in Vera Cruz, 
aud m aintained relations wliii it until ths end of the 
war of reform. Ail the world knows—and it Is sur- 
prism g to find that there may fililí be those who are 
ignorant—that the govom m ent of the United States 
never recognized the intervenilon or the so-called 
empire, or had relation.* of any kind with one or the 
other. It is not comprehended, then, how it m ay 
have manifested its wishes in respect to the tree zone 
to the reactionary party or to the intervention. 
Persons who may not be acquainted with the rules 
wlffcn regulate tbe conduct of the cabinet in Wash­ 
ington can say that. In one or the other case. It 
m aniiestcd lU wishes by m eans of confidential 
agents, bat by this they will only show their abso­ 
lute Ignorance 01 the usages established by the gov- 
erumonc of the United states. 
Mureover. even sup­ 
posing th at really there should have been some 
Indication on the p art of the cabinet ot W asblngtun 
to tnose usurpers, the existence of the Free Zone 
m ight be explained by the simple reason th at the 
reaction did not come Into possession of the frontier, 
and It would be bad to legislate for territory which 
it never possessed; and, although the em pire held 
M atamoros and someUmes all the Irontior, its 
occnpation of it was always precarious. Further­ 
m ore, neither one nor the other order of things 
had ever the necessary tranquillity to occupy Itself 
With considering and accom plishing the chaagea 
and reforms which the public adm inistration re­ 
quired; no r was It probable that they should intend 
to suppress the free zone, even should they not 
th in k it convenient, knowing that with the sup­

With reference to a single paragraph ta the above 
ex tract Irom Mr. Rom ero’s speech, your correspon­ 
dent rem em bers th at the recognluon of Zuloaga by 
M inister Forsyth was fully approved by the govern­ 
m ent of the united States, whose Instructions to Mr.

The steam ship Norseman, Captain C. D. CoxweU, 
pas.sea up Channel for Southam pton, Eugland. No­ 
vem ber 9. Three passengers anu the West African 
m ails (thlny-nino sacks) were landed at I'lym outh, 
the m ails being despatched to London aud the 
North. 
The Norsem an’s dates are Cape Town. Oct. 4. She 
had a large cargo, consisting of 1,700 bales of -wool, 
3,000 bags of rice, 500 bags of seed, 150 bales of 
skins, fifiv tons of copper ore, fifty cases of sun­ 
dries; coin value £50, diam onds value £30,000, and 
thirty-six passengers, among whom were Captain 
Rolicston, the discoverer of tho diam ond fields; 
Deputy Assistant Commissary General Granville, 
Me.ssrs. Fcliowes, Etlmuuds and Douglas. 
The diam ond discoveries at the Cape continued 
very num erous, and the value of tne gem s shipped 
from the colonial ports convey better, perhaps, than 
the details of the discovencs, how valuable Uie lliUs 
have been. Several very large and valuable stones 
ara reported to have Decii luuud shortly before the . 
Norheiuan left. Tho action of the colonial govern- | 
m em with reference to tno diamond territory bad 
been unanim ously praised by the whole of the co- 
l«alai press. The latest news from the “fleUla” is 
th a t the free State was proceeding w ith its m ea­ 
sures for auuexaiion ol territory. 
Of tho Frontier Commercial and A gricnltural 
Bank since the report in May last a very great ad ­ 
vance had been m ade in the liquidation. The lia­ 
bilities which m en were stated to be £124,'237 lOs. 
2d., would, after paym ent of the present dividend, 
be reduced to aoont £i:6,ooo. e.xcluslve of Interest. 
Tho existence of coal lu the frontier districts nas 
been Known fur some time, and shafts are now being 
sunk at Port Allred in search of coal.

The Rev. Mr. Dalzell, the superintendent of "the
